4, All orders prepared by lega counsd shdl indicate the name of the law firm,
name of the attorney responsible for the order, mailing address and phone number
for thefirm and, if desired, the fax number and/or email address. Thisinformation shdl
be included on the order, &ter the line containing the three (3)
